MEXICO CITY. Jan. 7.—The esti­ 
mated casualties attending the earth­ 
quake Saturday in the west part of 
the state of Vera Crus still stand 
at 2,000 or more. 
Dispatches from the stricken area 
do not estimate the damage nor do 
they give an accurate list of the 
dead. Reports,of the partial destruc­ 
tion of one village, the total des­ 
truction of several other and the 
flooding of several towns by water 
pouring down the mountains are not 
denied by the dispatches. 
Fragmentary advices received here 
indicate the total toll of death may 
exceed the first estimate. It is said 
the village of Saltillo has been vir­ 
tually destroyed and that 85 persons 
were rescued from the rains Tues­ 
day. 
Relief measures are gradually tak­ 
ing form and a fund has been start­ 
ed in the city, foreign colonists 
making liberal contributions. Mili­ 
tary expeditions with ambulances, 
doctors and supplies contributed by 
individuals and the government have 
been sent into the affected district. 
New shocks were felt here this 
morning and fears were prevalent 
that they were from another furious 
earthquake in the region of Orizaba. 
After a late hour tonight, no fur­ 
ther news had 'been received from 
the, east.

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THE SLOW GROWTH OF DEMOCRACIES 


The idealists of America who express disappointment at 
the apparent failure of democratic government in Russia ought 
to ask themselves how long it takes to make a successful dem­ 
ocratic government. They ought to brush the dust off their vol­ 
umes of history and read the story of the struggles of other 
nations that have risen from the Harlmsw of kingscraft up to 
the high level of popular rule. 
lf Russia makes as rapid progress in self government as 
England, she will have a stable government in 1957. If her 
recovery from the blight of the Romanoff is as rapid as the 
recovery of France from the blight of the Bourbon, she will 
not see internal peace and security before 1999. But if her 
progress towards the ideal is as rapid as that of the American 
states, she will have a fairly successful government about 
1923. 
Russians have never displayed the genius for governing 
that has marked the people of England, and England was 
forty years in passing from the Great Rebellion to the English 
Revolution. She fought the battles of Marsden Moor and 
Naseby, elevated Cromwell to the Protectorate, restored the 
Stuarts, and endured the rapacity of the Second Charles, be­ 
fore she reached the goal of free government at the down­ 
fall and exile of the Second James. It took England forty 
years to finish her task, and Russians are today far behind 
what the English were in the seventeenth century. 
The revolution begun bV France at the storming of the 
Bastile in 1789 was not ended till 1871. 
For more than 
eighty years the French endured wave after wave of national 
tragedies. 
They saw the reign of terror, the rise of Bona­ 
parte, the Napoleonic wars, the restoration of the Bourbons, 
the passing of the Bourbons, the coup d’tat and rise of Louis 
Napoleon, the terrible year, Sedan, and the new republic, 
before they reached the achievement of their early dreams. 
The struggle of the American colonies for independence 
was not followed by any reign of terror or manifestation of 
bolshevism. Yet six years intervened between the treaty of 
Paris and the inauguration of Washington. 
And the men 
who laid the foundations of free government in the American 
wildwoods had been trained for centuries in the arts of local 
self government. They were descended from men who had 
established and maintained free government in England for 
a century. 
When Russia freed herself from her masters the friends 
of democracy throughout the world expected her to establish 
a stable and tranquil government overnight. 
They forgot 
that Russians have never had self government and know 
nothing of its requirements. They forgot that the great mass 
of the Russian people are grossly ignorant and are incapable 
of governing themselves. They overlooked the fact, now evi­ 
dent, that a generation must pass and another versed in the 
arts of governing must be developed before the Russian re­ 
public can possibly take its place among the free democracies 
of the world.

STILL WASTING BILLIONS 


The retirement of J as. J. McGraw from the race for nation­ 
al committeeman is the political news story of the week. It 
brings to a sensational close the bitterest struggle that Okla­ 
homa has known and completes the biggest political Surprise 
of a decade. 
As late as one month ago few people believed that Jake 
Hamon or anyone else had any chance to retire Jim McGraw. 
He was believed to have the solid backing of his party and 
was recognized as a shrewd and successful party leader. Many 
people, if not most people, regarded the Hamon candidacy as 
a joke. 
But something happened and it happened almost 
overnight. And it happened down at the grass roots. Hamon 
swept the Fourth district like a prairie fire, and regardless of 
the grand larceny attempted by the McGraw contingent at 
Shawnee, Hamon won in this district a triumph that advertised 
to all Oklahoma the beginning of the end for McGraw. Shaw­ 
nee was his Moscow, Hobart his Leipsic, and in the approach­ 
ing convention at Kingfisher McGraw foresaw his Waterloo. 
McGraw’s assertion that he retired in the interest of har­ 
mony was silly talk. He had participated in a battle from 
which all thought of harmony was banished. He had helped 
create a situation of unexampled bitterness. His Hobart speech 
was fierce as ten furies. He had no thought of harmony. He 
simply side-stepped a defeat of unprecedented disaster in 
order to save himself from further humiliation. It he could 
have won by staying in and making the contest ten times more 
acrimonious, he would have stayed in, harmony or no har­ 
mony. 
In assigning the religous issue as the cause of his discom­ 
fiture, McGraw was probably right. We do not know what 
effect the raising of that issue had on his fortunes in other 
parts of the state. But here in the Fourth district it was the 
religious issue and that alone that led McGraw to his undoing. 
References by McGraw and certain newspapers supporting 
him to “commercialized politics” and “Hamon’s money-built 
organization” are rather ludicrous when considered in the 
light of the sums immense spent by both factions. Money was 
spent like water, but all of it was not spent by Jake Hamon 
or his lieutenants. Some of the best men among the Repub­ 
lican ranks of Pontotoc County know who spent money in this 
county and they know it was not Hamon money. 
The most important incident to the McGraw collapse is the 
effect it will have on the political fortunes of Leonard Wood. 
Men who know Jake Hamon are not expecting him to favor 
Wood overmuch. That Hamon got the doublecross from Wood 
is not doubted by his friends or denied by many of his ene­ 
mies. That Hamon will relent now that he has won and help 
send a Wood delegation to Chicago is not believable by any- 
dne familiar with Hamon’s habits and record. An anti-Wood 
delegation from the very heart of the great Southwest is om­ 
inous for the man who four brief weeks ago had Oklahoma 
and gone. 


LET’S HAVE THE TRUTH 
The county convention of Democrats at Lawton Saturday 
unanimously adopted a resolution denouncing “the local Re­ 
publican paper for repeatedly publishing the falsehood that 
Mr. Ferris opposed an increase in the pay of soldiers, when 
the records disclose that he worked and repeatedly voted for 
increased pay, etc.” 
The record speaks for itself and the record is what the 
public is entitled to see. 
Frequently during the pant few 
months we have read in three Oklahoma periodicals this 
charge that Mr. Ferris opposed this increase in the pay of 
soldiers. If the charge is maliciously false, as the Lawton res­ 
olutions declare, their falsity should be shown by the record 
rn order that the public may know that Mr. Ferris is being 
falsely accused. If the charge is a true one, if the record 
shows that Mr. Ferris did indeed vote against increasing the 
pay of soldiers, then simple justice to the Lawton News de­ 
mands that the record be given the widest possible circulation. 
The characterization of the Lawton News as “a Republi­ 
can paper” presents another interesting angle to the senatorial 
controversy. Only recently a large display article from the 
Lawton News attacking Scott Ferris was given wide circula­ 
tion in the state. That article was reproduced by Harlow's 
Weekly, the Tishomingo Capital-Democrat, and possibly other 
papers. Nothing was said in any of these papers about Law­ 
ton News being Republican. The average reader would con­ 
sider it a Democratic attack on a Democratic candidate bv 
a Democratic newspaper in the candidate's home town,

the' Lawson News is in truth a Republican paper, then some- 
body has been guilty of the rankest kind of political false 
pretense.

On behalf of its read­ 
ers the Evening News raises these two questions: Did Scott 
Fema oppose increased pay for soldiers?

Bank in Its New 
Spring Toggery 


The plumbers, electricians, tile 
layers and a dozen and one other 
tinkers have at last been discharged 
from the interior of the Oklahoma 
State Bank, Twelfth and Townsend, 
aud the chief 
architect of the job 
has pronounced the work of recon­ 
struction finished. 
Since late fall of last year rh lf 
institution has been undergoing a 
complete change in the matter of 
rebuilding and rearranging the in­ 
terior of the bank. Several months 
ago the adroit president of the insti­ 
tution, C. H. Rives, allowed that 
the fixtures installed in the bank 
when the building was erected sev­ 
eral years ago had long since been 
outgrown. And, as a matter of fact, 
they had, for the bank has doubled 
its business many times since it was 
organised and is now recognised as 
one of the leading financial institu­ 
tions west of the Mississippi river.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
I.— Despite 
popular belief that the civilisation 
forced upon him by the white man 
means his ultimate extinction, the 
North 
American 
Indian, 
reviving 
from a long period of decadence, 
has shown such substantial Increase 
in population in recent years 
he probably is scarcely less numer­ 
ous today than when Columbus dis* 
covered America. 
Startling as this assertion may b e 
to those who have pictured Anteri* 
can forests in the discoverer's tim e 
as swarming with red men, it Is 
freely advanced by experts of the 
government's Indian bureau, who 
maintain that the Indian necessarily 
formed an exceedingly scant popu* 
lation which probably at no period 
materially exceeded 
the 
total of 
33,702 Indians reported by the bu­ 
reau for yast year. 
“The Indian no longer is to bo 
thought of as a dying .race.”, de­ 
clared Dr. Lawrence W. White, a a 
Indian authority of the bureau. “In 
support of that statement it is nec­ 
essary, in the first place, to disabuse 
the public mind of the tradition 
handed down by discoverers and 
early colonists that American for­ 
ests in their day swarmed w ith the 
dusky figure of the red man. As 
the Indian neglected agriculture al­ 
most completely, it is highly Im­ 
probable that this country, consid- 
ereding its latitude, could have sup­ 
ported more than several hundred 
thousand of ' his race.** 
On the other hand, Dr. W hite 
continued, the Indian in the present 
day, after periods of sharp decrease 
following as a natural reaction to 
sudden contact with the civilization 
of the white man, is seen to be 
making substantal gains in popula­ 
tion. 
“While many estimates or guesses 
of the Indian population were made 
during the past century,” said Dr. 
White, “ranging from 
less 
than 
100,000 to 400,000, the first reli­ 
able censas was made by the Indian 
bureau in 1870, when the popula­ 
tion was placed at 313,712. So fig­ 
ures demonsrate that in the last 
fifty years the Indian population 
has made a substantial net gain. 
Pointing to statistics which show 
an excess of births over death of" 
1,522 in 1916 and almost as great 
an excess in 1917, normal years 
which were not affected by the 
epidemic of influenza, Dr. W hite de­ 
clared these figures “fully reflect­ 
ed the generosity of a government 
that has increased its Indian health 
appropriation alone from 
$40,000 
in 1911 to $350,000 in 1917 and 
subsequent years.” 
They demonstrate, he said, that 
with the schools, hospitals and oth­ 
er advantages now provided for him, 
the Indian, be he 
tribesman 
or 
fieedman, is “not a dying race but 
rather a flourishing one.” Had he 
been treated as other nations have 
treated savage tribes, Dr. W hite con­ 
cluded, there probably would not 
be a “vestige of the race within our 
republic today.”

7. — If Euro- 


pean nations will only "get back to 
work," said Herbert Hoover, In a 
statement given out today through 
his New York offices, they will be 
able ,to • establish whatever credits 
they need for -commercial purposes, 
This country, he added, will be do- 
ing all that can reasonably be ex- 
pected "of her, he added, If she de- 
fers this year's interest on the allied 
war loans and provides breadstuffs 
on credit for those portions of the 
population of Europe who . are in 
greatest need, that is, approximately 
20,000,000 persons. 


"Our taxes are now 600 Per cent 


over pre-war -sates,"-.. he continued. 
'We simply cannot 
Increase this 


burden. Rather, the problem is one 
of early reduction. Outside .of .In- 
terest to the allies, Great Britain 
states that she wants nothing but 
commercial: credits. These she can 
obtain if she puts up her ample 
collateral assets. France also has 
unpledged foreign assets that would 
cover most of her Important needs." 


Mr. Hoover also suggested that 


the 70,060,000 . people of the neu- 
tral nations of Europe might well 
do something to aid in the relief. 


AUTO TAX PAYMENTS 


WILL START MONDAY 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan, 7.—Pay- 


ment of the 1920 automobile tax 
following the decision of the state 
supreme court yesterday morning 
upholding the tax law is expected to 
begin not later than Monday, accord- 
ing to the office of the state com- 
missioner of highways. 


Metal license number tags to be 
issued automobile owners are not 
ready for distribution, it was said 
yesterday. Inability to obtain enamel 
paint promptly delayed the complet- 
ion of the tags. It is expected that 
shipment of the first few thousand 
numbers 
from

penitentiary 


where they are < manufactured will 
not be made earlier than ten days 
from now. The tags have been cut 
and stamped with the numbers, it 
is said, -and can be finished prompt- 
ly as soon as the paint arrives. 


Persons paying the automobile tax 


will be issued a license as a receipt 
and will continue to use their last 
year's tag until a new one is sent 
them. It is expected they will be 
available before all taxes are paid. 


Tax payments will not be finished 


generally, it is expected, until late 
in February. Between 150,000 and 
200,000 motor, vehicles in the state 
will require licenses.
